This trouble hi India Is on the north­ 
western frontier of the empire.

Tec hi is a river w hich rises in Afg han­ 
istan and flows in an easterly direc­ 
tion into the Punjab, where it joins 
the River Kurum.

When the Turks declared a holy 
war the statement was made that this 
course would 
bring about uprisings 
In India and 
during 
the 
last few 
months there have been various re­ 
torts, som e of them evidently from 
German sources, tending to show that 
unrest in India was Increasing. 
Furthermore, a dispatch front Delhi 
eleven days ag o quoted a member of 
the viceroy’s council to the effect that 
It was necessary to arm the military 
amhorittes with special powers to nip 
in the bud any and all manifestations 
of law lessness. 
This same authority 
declared that seditious activity was 
snowing itself afresh ami that there 
had been trouble In the western Pun­ 
jab or, in other words, on the north 
wertorn frontier of India. 
Last February an Indian reg iment 
revolted at Singapore and 400 men 
were killed Before order could be re­ 
stored.

Soy beans are taking th“ place of 
oate to quite a considerable extent in 
Illinois. 
They are valuable in fhet 
tl.r beans furnish a concentrate rich 
In protein and oil, and that they arc 
tin annual leyunic, which .an he sub­ 
stituted for clover in case of clover 
failure. 
They will grow on poor aotls 
where the inoculation is good, and 
where they are plowed under or the 
beans 
threshed, 
and the etruw 
re­ 
turned, aouie nitrogen is added to the 
soil 
Hoy beans will produce ordinarily 
irom one to three tons of air dry hoy 
1 cr acre, or from to to to bushels of 
beans par acre. 
The hay la ratbei 
difficult to cure, and they do not pro­ 
duce quite as much hay as the cow 
peas per acre, but will generally pro 
dure more beans, and are an easier 
croj to handle. 
Cow peas are difficult 
to mature 
in central and northern 
Illinois, but soy beans can be matured 
suc( ossfully. 
Good soy bean seed sells usually at 
$2 to $2.50 on the market.

fer where they feed livestock, to feed

Others prefer to thresh the seed and 
feed the straw and return it to the 
land as manure. 
Hoy bean straw Is 
practically equal to timothy hay In 
feeding value. 
Pla n tin g S o y Beans. 
Soy beans should come in the rota* 
tie n after corn. 
The se e d bed should 
be well prepared the same as for corn. 
’Ilit > should lie planted the lust week 
In Ma y In southern and central Illi­ 
nois, and the first week in June In 
northern. 
Where one has had no experience 
v ith the crop, it is advisable to plant 
In rows 24 to 32 inches apart at the 
rate of three to four peeks per acre, 
so they can be cultivated. 
The best method of planting is to 
use an ordinary grain drill, turn the 
'oat plates" up. and stop the inter 
vtning holes In Ibe drill box with rags 
or pieces of tin cut to lit, so the spac­ 
ing of the rows can he made us de­ 
sired 
Plant about two inches deep. 
Where one Iihh had some experience 
with Hoy beans, nnd the land ia free 
from weeds, the beans may he drilled 
in ‘‘solid’’ or in rows right inches 
r.pnrt. 
To get the best 
r es u l t s with soy 
beans, and to benefit the soli, they 
should be Inoculated before planting. 
Inoculation. 
TIiIh is best accomplished by using 
or,, pint of glue solution to one bushel 
(,f beans made 
by dissolving eijjht 
ounce» of carpenter’s glue to one gal­ 
lon of water. 
The beans can he meas­ 
ured out on canvas and the required 
amount of glue solution applied. They 
should be thoroughly mixed so that 
the glue solution is on every seed 
Next, one quart of well sifted inocu 
lated dirt per bushel of beans la np 
plied, and the beans again thoroughly 
stirred so that It should be for the 
best results. 
Neither the dirt nor the 
beans after Inoculation should be er 
posed to the sun as the light will de 
»troy the Inoculation, which Is nothing 
more or less than bacteria glue,| to
